SECTION 5. Reappropriation of Funding for State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital 29 

Projects Fund. Notwithstanding any provision of general law, any unexpended and unencumbered 30 

federal funds from the State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects Fund shall be 31 

reappropriated in the ensuing fiscal year and made available for the same purposes.  However, any 32 

such reappropriations are subject to final approval by the General Assembly as part of the 33 

supplemental appropriations act. 34 
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SECTION 6. This article shall take effect upon passage. 1
